4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final: or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is

Note: This remarkable caudle cup, which we believe to be the first of American 
origin to appear at public sale since 1931, comes from the Mather family of Dorchester, 
Mass., founded in America by the Rev. Richard Mather, who sailed from Bristol, England 
in May, 1635, and was the father of Increase Mather and the grandfather of the celebrated 
Cotton Mather. The early genealogy of the family, which includes the probable original 
owners of the tankard, contains the names of Timothy Mather (1628-1684) ; his son, 
Richard Mather (1652-1688); his son, Samuel Mather (1623-1685) ; the latter’s son, 
Richard Mather (b.
